Busse 
P residento f the Board of Commissioners, we are enabled to pub­ 
lish the following interesting statistics about the new Cook County 
Court House. 
It is seldom that any public building does not 
cost the people far in ex cess of the first estim ate; but in this 
case throug h the business sag acity and integ rity of the County 
B oard (the people’s servants.) we have the best, -most m odern 
structure at less than estim ated cost, notw ithstanding the hig h 
prices of labor and m aterial Much credit is due our w orthy efficient 
and conscientious country m em ber who by personal m erit has 
won the confidence of his peers who have honored him* and the 
country district, by electing Wm. Busse, to the hig hest and most 
responsible position of President of the Board of Cook County 
Commissioners. 
W hen the county officials move into the new Court house 
they will occupy offices in the larg est County building in the 
U nited States- 
They will conduct the County ’s business in the 
first public building constructed on the lines of an office building 
in which utility is made param ount to beauty , thoug h architect­ 
ural adornm ent has not been neg lected. 
They will enter a build­ 
ing desig ned to accom odate a fifty y ears g row th of population 
and the business of 4,000.000 people 
E x ternally the building is 
m onum ental in desig n. 
The first four stories constitute the base 
of the m onum ent, the nex t six the colum nar section, and the two 
top floors the capital. 
The interior desig n Is that of an office 
building , the room s being arrang ed w ith a view to the rapid 
transaction of business and the accom odation of the public. 
Special attention has been paid to lig hting , heating , ventilation 
and cleanliness and President Busse of the Count^ Board has de­ 
clared his intention of keeping the ne ^ Court JiQus^ in as g ood 
condition as that of any up-to-date office buildin^‘in Chicag o. 
Tw o larg e lig ht shafts above the first floor divide the build­ 
ing into sections resem bling the letter E. 
On each /lo o r a corri­ 
dor runs throug h the center of the stem and each branch of the 
to the various room s and makes it 
access

letter, g ives ready 
possible to obtain outside lig ht in every room. 
The new building will contain 12,000,000 cubic feet, which is 
g reater than that of the F irst National Bank budding and two 
and a half times as much as the old Courthouse. 
It took 11,000 
tons of steel, 14,000 tons of g ranite, 450,000 cubic feet of concrete 
and 2,500,000 brick to construct the new building . 
T here is 
nearly as much of it below as above g round. 
The caisson foun­ 
dations g o to bedrock, 115 feet below the street level 
T here are 
130 of these concrete caissons from four feet to ten and one half 
feet in diam eter. 
Beside the basem ent floor which is.below the 
street surface, the eng ine room in the northw est corner of the 
building will occupy underg round space 38 feet below the first 
floor. 
The hig hest point of the roof is 218 feet above street 
g rade. 
From the floor of the eng ine room to the sky lig ht on the 


roof, is a distance of 256 feet. 
The g ranite columns, which are the architectural feature of 
the building , are nine feet in diam eter and 94 feet hig h, the hig h­ 
est in the world, even hig her than those of St. P eter’s at Rome. 
‘ 
The building fronts 374 feet on Clark street and 157 each on 
W ashing ton and R andolph streets. 
It contains 14 acres of floor 
space. ^ The first floor will be occupied by the T reasurers and 
R ecorder’s cffices each of which will cover half an acre of space? 
The basem ent and fourth floors will be used for vaults and will 


occupy two acres. 
Besides the room s for the various County departm ents there 
are thirty courtroom s. 
Each courtroom is provided with a pri­ 
vate room and toilet for the Judg e and a room for the jury . 
V en­ 
tilation will be provided by a sy stem which w ashes and dries 
and then heats or cools the air before it enters a room. 
Bad air 
is pum ped out of the room throug h the same sy stem that intro­ 


duces pure air. 
E ntrance to the building is obtained throug h a vestibule 
from Clark street, 40 feet wide and a corridor 20 feet wide run­ 
ning north and south from W ashing ton to Randolph street, 
throug h the w est side of the structure- 
Fourtcejn elevators and four stairw ay s furnish access be­ 
tw een floors. 
The building will cost considerably less than 
$ 5,000,000, the am ount the people voted to be ex pended in its 


construction. 
The County Judg e will beg in to hold Court, Monday , July 8, 
and other departm ents will soon follow.

CRACK U. S. WARSHIPS GOING TO THE PACIFIC. 


The highest otficials now in Wash­ 
ington have been stirr(*<l to strong in­ 
dignation at the gratuitous insult hand* 
ed out to the TTiited States by one of 
the chief oiIk*ers of Japan's navy and 
a mail who stands close to the ilika- 
do, in an interview printed in 
the 
Ilochi at Tokyo. 
The slurs expressed 
by Admiral Sakamoto on tlie American 
navy in this interview’ are angrily re­ 
sented by tbe military and naval chiefs 
and, it is believed, w'ill a<ld force to 
the ill-fet*ling that is being engendered 
against Japan all over tho United 
States. 
Both military and civil officials of 
high rank, who, of course, refuse to be 
(pioted, admit that the insulting utter­ 
ances of one of the Mikado’s chief offi­ 
cers have greatly intensitted the grav­ 
ity of the situation b€ » tw’t*en the UniUnl 
Slates and Japan and increased the 
iwssibllities of w’ar between the two 
countries. 
The text of the interview as printed 
in the Hochi is as follows: 
“Should hostilities break out l>etw’een 
Japan and America, the r(*siilt wouhl 
be indecisive, owing to a want of proper 
bases of operations. 
Such bases as 
exist are too far distant for practical 
puriKises. 
“Even 
the nearest bases—namely, 
the Pescadores, Cavite and Manila— 
are at a distance of flCK) miles from one 
another. 
Even if the Washington gov­ 
ernment should decide on a w’ar, It is 
doubtful if the Americans serving in 
the navy are sufficiently patriotic to 
fight. 
“American naval officers are brill­ 
iant figures at halls and social gather­ 
ings, but they are very deflcient in pro- 
fe.sslonal training and experience. 
It 
is too much to exjiect a hurning patriot­ 
ism in the American naval service in 
case of war with Japan. 
It is very 
likely that most of the crews would 
de*<ert and leave the ships,*’ 
Admiral Sakamoto commanded the 
ill-fated battleship Yashima when she 
struck a mine and .sunk off Port .Vrtliur 
n May, 1904. 
Siib.s<*iiuenlly he was 
made naval commandant at Dalny for 
the Port Arthur oi>erations.

On the o ther hand, again, as the secret 
o f the disco very o f the plo t remains with 
a smalJ band o f co nfidential agents o f 
the antho rities, the latter do no t kno w 
a t first who m to tru st, o r who m to recko n 
o n. 
They su spect everybo dy, even the 
very tro o ps defending them, who m they 
fear to see tu rning against them at any 
mo ment, and o verthro wing them. 
This 
Is mo re especially the case in Mexico 
and all the o ld Spanish co lo nies, where 
the fo vemmentaJ system is 
essentially 
military, and is co nsequ ently o nly based 
OB natu rally u nintelligent 
and 
venal 
tro o ps, who are u tterly deficient o f pat­ 
rio tic feelings, and who m interest alo ne, 
that 1» to say, jwiy o r pro mo tio n, can keep 
to their du ty. 
The President o f the Repu blic had been 
Info rmed o f the designs o f the general 
as far as * that was po ssible: he had 
kno wn fo r mo re than a mo nth that a vast 
plo t was being fo rmed; be even was 
aware o f the pro bable day fixed fo r the 
pro nu nciamento , bu t he did no t kno w a 
•yllable abo u t ths plans arranged by Do n 
^Im stian and bis adherents. As the plo t 
was to o u rst o u t in Mexico , the President 
kad filled the capital with tro o ps, and 
called in tho se o n 
who se 
fidelity he 
tho u ght he co u ld recko n with the greatest 
certainty. 
Bu t his preparatio ns were necessarily 
restricted to this, and he had been co n- 
atrained to wait till the revo lu tio n co m­ 
menced. 
It bu rst fo rth with the suddenness o f 
• peal o f thu nder at twenty places sim- 
filtaneo u sly, at abo u t the seco nd ho u r o f 
the tarde. 
The President, who was at 
o nce info rmed, and who had o nly co me 
to the circu s in o rder no t to be invested 
in the go vernment places, instantly to o k 
the measu rra he tho u ght mo st efficacio us. 
The news, ho wever, rapidly arrived, 
and liecame wo rse and wo rse, and the in- 
•u rrectio n was assu ming frightfu l pro po r­ 
tio ns. 
The revo llers at first tried to 
install themselves o n the Plaza Mayo r 
!n o rder to seize the go vernment palace. 
Imt being repu lsed with lo ss, after a 
very serio u s co ntest, they ambuscaded 
themselves in Tacu ba. Secunda, Mo nte- 
rilla and San Agu stin streets, erected bar­ 
ricades and exchanged a sharp fire with 
the faithfu l tro o ps. 
The canno n ro ared in the squ are and 
the Imlls made large gaps in the ranks

o f the insu rgents, who replied with yells 
o f rage and increased firing. 
Co lo nel Lu po had taken po ssessio n o f 
two city gates, which he bu rned do wn, 
and thro u gh which fresh re-enfo rcements 
reached the insu rgents, who no w p ^ 
claimed themselves masters o f o ne-third 
o f th% city. 
The fo reign merchants, es­ 
tablished in Mexico , had ho isted their na­ 
tio nal flags o ver their ho uses, in which 
they remained shu t u p and su ffering great 
anxietx. 
The President was still standing mo ­ 
tio nless in the center o f the circu s, fro wn­ 
ing at each new message, o r angrily strik­ 
ing the po mmel o f his saddle with his 
clenched fist. 
All at o nce a man glided 
secretly between his ho rse’s legs and gent­ 
ly to u ched his bo o t.

“No w,** said the President to the o ffi­ 
cers" who pres*« J ro u nd him, “the game is 
w o n; within an ho u r the insu rrectio n will 
be co nqu ered.“ 
In fact matters had greatly altered. 
This is what had o ccu rred: 
Valentine, as we said, had taken a 
ho use In Tacu ba street, and ano ther in 
the vicinity o f the San Laxaro gate. 
Du ring the night that preceded the pro - 
nu nclamento , 400 reso lu te so ldiers, co m­ 
manded by faithfu l o fficers, were intro ­ 
duced into the bo use in Tacu ba street, 
where they remained so weil hidden that 
no o ne suspected their presence. 
A simi­ 
lar nu mber o f tro o ps were sto wed away

In 
which several o f the principal chiefs o f 
the insu rgents were cau ght and made pris- 
•o ners. 
These three po ints o ccupied, they walt- 
ad. 
Co lo nel Lupo had attacked the San 
Xiaxaro gate so vigo ro usly and u nexpect­ 
edly, that it was impo ssible to prevent 
him bu rning it. 
A very o btinate fight at 
o nce began, and the co lo nel, after a brave 
resistance, had been at length co mpelled 
to retreat and fall back o n the main bo dy 
o f the Insurgents, who were masters, o r 
nearly so , o f the center o f the city. 
All at o nce the terraces in Tacu ba 
atreet, lo o king o n the Plaza Mayo r, were 
o cvered with sharpsho o ters, who began a 
tremendo u s fire o n the insu rgents co llect­ 
ed beneath them. 
The artillerymen, who had 
hitherto 
fired at lo ng range, no w hro u ghi up their 
ipins almo st within pisto l sho t o f the 
•treets, and, in spite o f the mu sketry fire 
o f the insu rgents, bravely po sted their 
tsitteries and b^pan hu rtling sho wers o f 
canirter amo ng the defenders o f the barri 
cado s. 
Alxao st simultaneo usly the tro o ps faith­ 
fu l to the fo vemment appeared in the 
pear ni tim 
The laau rgmts felt 
v a n io a^ fo r thag m n ca^igbt ba- 


tween three fires; still, they o ffered s 
co u rageo u s resistance, fo r, kno wing that 
if they fell alive into the hands o f the 
co nqu ero r they wo uld be mercilessly sho t, 
they allo wed themselv« s to be killed with 
an Indian sto icism, and did no t yield an 
inch o f gro und. 
The general was in a terrible rage; 
witho u t a hat, his face blackened with 
gu npo wder and his u nifo rm to m in sev­ 
eral places, he leapt his ho rse o ver the 
co rp.ses, and dashed blindly into the thick 
o f the go vernment tro o ps, fo llo wed by 
a small band o f friends, who bravely let 
themselves be killed at his side. 
The fight was po sitively degenerating 
into a massacre, the two parties, as u n­ 
happily always happens in civil wars, 
fo u ght with the greater fu ry and o b­ 
stinacy because bro thers were co ntending 
against bro thers, and many o f them, fo r 
who m po litics were o nly a pretext, to o k 
advantage o f the medley to ratiate per­ 
so nal hatred and avenge o ld insu lts. 
Ho wever, this co uld no t go o n fo r lo ng 
thu s, and it was necessary to get o u t o f 
the situ atio n a t all risks. General Gu er­ 
rero , u naware o f the o ccu patio n o f his 
ho use, reso lved to fight his way thither, 
barricade himself, and o btain an ho no r­ 
able capitu latio n fo r himself and his co m­ 
rades.. 
No so o ner was the plan co nceived than 
the execu tio n was attempted. Do n Sebas­ 
tian co llected ro u nd him all the fighting 
men itft. and fo rmed them into a small 
band—fo r the canister and bu llets bad 
made frightfu l ravages in the ranks o f 
the insu rgents—and placed himself at 
their head. 
“Fo rward, fo rward!“ he sho u ted, as 
he ru shed at the enemy. 
His men fo llo wed him with yells o f 
fu ry. The co llisio n was terrfble. the fight 
fearfu l; fo r fo u r o r five minu tes a fu ne­ 
real silence bro o ded o ver this co nfused 
mass o f co mbatants, who attacked each 
o ther so savagely. 
At length the President’s tro o ps fell 
back slightly, the insu rgents to o k ad­ 
vantage o f it to redo uble their effo rts, 
which were already 
su perhu man, and 
reached the general’s ho use. 
The do o rs 
wers bro ken o pen in an instant, and all 
ru shed pell-mell into the co u rt yard. They 
were saved, since they had at last reached 
the shelter where they ho ped to defend 
themselves. 
At this mo ment a frightfu l thing hap­ 
pened; the gallery co mmanding the co u rt 
yard and the stairs were entirely o ccu 
¿ied by so ldiers, and so so o n as the in­ 
su rgents appeared 
the 
mu skets were 
po inted do wn at them, a to rnado o f fire 
passed o ver them like the blast o f death, 
and in a seco nd a mass o f co rpses co vered 
the gro und. 
The insu rgents, terrified by this sudden 
attack, which they were so far fro m anti­ 
cipating, hu rriedly fell l» ck. Instinctively 
seeking an o u tlet by which to escape. 
The tu mu lt then became terrible, and the 
massacre assu med the pro po rtio ns o f an 
o rganized bu tchery. 
Driven back into 
the co u rt yard by the tro o ps who pu r­ 
sued them, and met there by tho se who 
had attacked them and no w charged at 
the Imyo net po int, these wretched men. 
rendered senseless by terro r, did no t 
dream any lo nger o f emplo ying their 
weapo ns, bu t falling o n their knees befo re 
their execurio nem, and 
clasping 
their 
trembling hands, they implo red the mercy 
o f the tro o ps, who , into xicated by the 
smell o f blo o d, and affected by the ho rri­ 
ble mu rder fevei which seises upo n even 
the co o lest man o n the battle field, killed 
them like o xen in the shambles, and 
plunged their sabres and bayo nets Into 
their bo dies with grins o f delight and 
fero cio us lau ghter, and felt a ho rrible 
pleasu re in seeing their victims writhe 
with heartbreaking cries in the last co n­ 
vulsio ns o f death. 
General Do n Senastian, tho u gh wo und­ 
ed, and who seemed to have been pro ­ 
tected by a charm thro u gho u t this scene 
o f carnage, defended himself like a lio n 
against several so ldiers, who tried in vain 
to transfix him with their bayo nets. Lean­ 
ing against a co lumn, he whirled bis 
sabre ro u nd his head, evidently seeking 
death, bu t wishfu l to sell his life as dear 
ly as po ssible. 
Suddenly 
Valentine 
cleft 
his 
way 
thro u gh the co mbatants, fo llo wed by Bel- 
mumeur. Black Elk and Cu ru mllla, who 
were engaged in warding o ff the blo ws the 
so ldiers incessantly made at him, and 
reached the general. 
“A h!“ the latter said, o n perceiving 
him, “here yo u are at last, then? 
And he dealt him a terrible blo w, bu t 
^Ihu m eu r parried it, and \ alentine co n 
tinu ed to advance. 
“Withdraw,” he said to the so ldiers 
who su rro u nded the general, “this man 
belo ngs to me.“ 
The so ldiers, tho u gh they did no t kno w 
the hu nter, intimidated by'the accent with 
which he u ttered these wo rds, and reco g­ 
nizing in him o ne o f tho se rare men who 
can always impo se o n co mmo n natu res, 
respectfu lly fell back witho u t making the 
slightest o bjectio n. 
The hu nter threw his pu rse to them. 
“Yo u dare to defy the Hot at bay, 
the general sho u ted, gnashing his teeth 
altho u gh attacked by do gs, he can still 
avenge his death 
“Yo u will no t die,“ the hu nter said. 


an expressiOT o f implacable hatrefl tbat 
the President co uld no t endu re it, and 
was fo rced to tu rn his head away.
